ARE WE ‘SUPERCRITICAL’? 


We can’t quite go along with Robbins Russel’s answer to 
‘‘new Southern California residents who are super-critical of 
smudging.’’ 

Russel, general manager of Mutual Orange Distributors, 
answers these critics with the reminder that ‘‘the citrus trees 
—representing an investment of millions of dollars—were here 
40 years ago.’’ 

“Who would think,’’ he continues, ‘‘of moving to an in- 
dustrial center and demanding that mills and factories be eli- 
minated because of smoke and smog?’ 

Well, one thing is certain, if an industrial plant put out 
as much smoke as an orchard of smudge pots, the owner would | 
promptly be cited by the law. 

Russel’s ‘‘we were here first’’ attitude won’t set well. 
Not only with the ‘‘new Southern California residents’’ but 
with some of the old timers who have put up with the smudging 
for as long as the citrusmen have been burning pots. 

We don’t believe that the residents of the West End are 
just discovering smudge after 40 years. There have been 
rumblings from the volcano for many years. Bitterness against 
smudging has grown from year to year while citrusmen blithely 


burned their pots. 

Heretofore, the citrus growers managed to keep the situa- 
tion under control although the majority of them did nothing 
to alleviate the situation. 

But human patience can stand just so much. Year after 
year, home owners spent hundreds of dollars cleaning up after 
the smudge siege. Year after year they built up resentment. 
Many of them perhaps hoped that the citrusmen were doing

CITRUS VS. SUBDIVISIONS 


Newcomers Just Supercritical’ 
Of Smudge Declares MOD Manager 


“No reputable citrus 
could or would take any other 
stand than the enforcement of pre- 
sent laws on smudge control.” 

That was the opinion of Robbins 
Russel, general manager of Mh- 
tual Orange Distributors, yester- 
day as the “battle of the smudge” 
virtually statewide pro- 
portions. 

But Russel does not hold with 
the “wild-eyed citizenry and cur- 
rent political candidates who are 
advocating confiscation of citrus 
groves because they have-aiter 40 
years—suddenly discovered that 
smudge is a nuisance.” 

On the other hand, the cooper- 
ative exccutive holds no brief for 
the citrus grower who resorts to 
the practice of burning rubber 
tires and other such materials. 

“The citrus industry itself has 
been spending thousand of dollars 
in research for improved orchard 
heaters and even other methods 
of protection,” Russel said, “but 
100 per cent accomplishment can- 
not be achieved overnight or even 
in a single season.”
